Inspection  Fees. 


Flour  and  Meal. — P'or  every  barrel  of  flour  or  meal,  1  cent;  for  every  hogshead  of 
corn  meal,  or  rye  meal,  2  cents ;  for  weighing  and  ascertaining  the  under  tare  of  every 
hogshead  or  puncheon,  30  cents;  for  every  barrel,  half  barrel,  or  keg,  6  cents. 

Butter  and  Lard. — For  every  keg,  half  keg,  and  tub  of  butter  or  lard,  4  cents;  and 
the  like  sum  for  every  five  canisters  of  butter  or  lard. 

Salted  Provisions. — For  every  tierce,  barrel,  and  half  barrel  of  salted  beef  or  pork, 
8  cents;  for  searching,  packing  or  repacking,  &c.,  a  tierce  of  salted  beef  or  p6rk,  20 
cents;  for  searching,  &e.,  a  barrel  or  half  barrel  of  beef  or  pork,  13  cents;  for  every 
barrel  and  half  barrel  of  salted  fish,  8  cents;  for  branding  the  words  “for  bounty,”  &c., 
2  cents;  for  searching,  packing  or  repacking,  &c.,  a  barrel,  13  cents. 

Domestic  Distilled  Spirits. — For  every  cask,  10  cents. 

Lumber. — For  inspecting  and  examining  boards  and  plank,  according  to  the  superfi¬ 
cial  measure,  25  cents  for  every  thousand  feet;  for  other  timber  reduced  to  cubical  feet, 
10  cents  for  every  ton  consisting  of  forty  cubical  feet;  for  condemned  lumber,  12| 
cents  for  every  thousand  feet. 

Heading  and  Staves. — For  every  thousand,  75  cents. 

Ground  Black  Oak  Bark. — For  every  ton  weight,  1  dollar. 

Leather. — For  every  side,  2  cents. 

Tobacco . — For  every  hogshead,  1  dollar. 
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
